ToSave Money, Keep an Account of What 
you Spend, 


Ben Franklin had n wise old head when ho 
advised his readers to taxe care of the pen- 
ries and the pounds would take care of them- 
selves. The boy in whose pockets the pen- 
nies burn holes will understand the difficulty 
of taking care of pennies, and like ag not de- 
Clare that it cannot be done,

“My, how mon does fiy!” exclaimed 
Edith Random, “What will papa say when 
he discovers that my month's allowance has 
valy lasted aweok? Where did it got I 
really can’t tell. I remember treating the 
girls to ices yesterd and buying a ribbon 
the day before, and two pairs of gloves last 
Saturday, and ob, dear, don't askme where it 
has gone.” 


But that is just the question every boy 
and girl should ask themsalves when they 
find their money disappearing, 

“It isa good thing to keep an account of 
your small expenses.” John Bigelow, ex- 
Minister to France, and a man of wealth, 
once said to an acquaintaince a& he entered 
an item in bis note book. 

His listener smiled at the remark, but. 
Leing a sensible fellow, he took it to heart, 
In recently tellling the story of his expori- 
ence, he said that up to thattime be had 
never thought of the amount it annually 
cost him for cigars and other kindriesy He 
began to itemize the cost dally. He wi 
amazed at the ond of the year when he foot. 
ed up the sum of $750, A change wus 
wroughtin him, and he determined that le 
would keep such expenses down to one-third 
of the sum in question. 

“And now,” he said within 10 years I have 
profited by Mr* Bigelow’s advica to the am- 
cunt of 35000, which I have handed over to 
my wife to keep for hard times, And Thave 
not become mean, either,’ 

Now itis not likely that any or girl 
who reads thes lines squanders $ a yonr 
ou little expenses, but they may squander 
$75, or perhaps only $7.50, and the lesson is 
obvious, 

A great many little oxpenses are incurred 
tor such useless objects that the money 
might as well be thrown into the street, and 
it is the expenses that an exponss buok 
would check, 

It is not “mean” to keep an account of 
little exponses, The United States govern- 
mentrequires all postmasters to collect and 
sell waste paper and string, and render an 
account of the money realized from the 
sale; army officers are required to account 
for every hammer, bit of harness, yard of 
cloth or gilt button and the weather bureau 
requires its observers to report the disposi- 
tion of every postage stamp. 

So it isin overy great mercantile or man- 
ufacturing establishment; the little expenses 
are rigidly looked after, because experience 
has shown that in the aggregate they amount 
to Jarge sums. 

Take care of the pennies by noting where 
they go, and you will be surprised to find 
how the practice will act asa check on 
useless expenditure. Keep a guard on the 
little expenses and you will have no trouble 
with the big ones.—Golden Days. 


General Directions Por Kuitting. 

If the knitting requires many stiches, it is 
better to have two needles, for casting on. 
Make a loop over the left-hand needle near 
end of cotton, put the right-hand needle into 
this loop, passing it through from left to 
right; put the cotton over right-hand needle, 
and draw up the loop with the right hand; 
now draw the loop on right needle through 
the loop on left needle, bringing the right 
needle in front. Transfer the stitch thus 
made to the left-hand needle, Repeat until 
you have the requisite number of stitches, 
For plain knitting hold cotton in your left 
hand, passing it over the forefinger, under 
the second and third fingersand over the 
little finger; put the right hand needle into 
the first stitch and draw the cotton through 
the stitch, and slip oif the old stitch from 
left-hand needle, pushing down the point of 
needle with the right second finger. This is 
the German method of kaittting and is simpler 
and quicker than the American way. To 
purl, bring the thread or cotton to the front 
of the work, holding ic over the fingers of 
left-hand, as in plain knitting; put needle in 
atthe right hand of stitch, bring it out in 
front of work, then catch up the cotton and 
draw new stitch out at the back of work; 
this is called also ribbing or seaming. To 
widen, increase or mak» astitch (make an over 
bring forward, or cotton forward) pass cotton 
around right-hand needle to be in readiness 
for the next stitch; if you wish to make two 
stitches, pass the cottuu twice around the 
needle, if three stitches, then three times. In 
the next row, when knitting these new made 
stitches, knit the first like any other stitch, 
but in knitting the second, you must put the 
needle into back loop of stitch instead of 
front. Topick upor rafseastiteh, pick up 
the cotton that lies between two stitches aud 
knitastitch in it. To narrow or take in 
(decrease or knit two together) take up two 
stitches on right-hand needle and knit than 
together as if they were one;or you may 
decrease by slipping one stitch to the right 
hand needle, knitting the second stitch as 
usual, then passing the first atitch (unknitted) 
over the second, ‘To decreas two at a time, 
slip one, knit two stitches together, then pass 
the unknitted stitch over the one just knitted. 
Slipping a stitch means to pass it from the 
left-hand to the right-hand ‘nsedla without 
knitting it. ‘To join together or bhid, khit to 
the middle of your stitches (unless the direc 
tions say otherwise), now double or lay tho 
two needles together; take an extra needle, 
put it through the firststitch on the needle 
toward you, then through the first stitch on 
tho back needle, knit these two together like 
one stitch. Continue in this way until all 
tho stitches are used up. To cast off, kuit 
two stitche:, pass the first over the second; 
knit a third stitch, pass the second over it, 
and so on, till all the stitchos are worked off,

suspended a fan of snowy ostrich feathers, its 
handle incrusted with pearls, emeralds, and 
sapphires. 

She always rises most graciously from her 
couch and extends her hand to the visitor for

SOME HOT WEATHER PRECEPTS. 


The Time to Drink is Before You Are 


Thirsty, So Tt ts Said, 

Comfort in Summer dopends almost as much 
on the food anddrink that-are taken into the 
kystom axon the clothing 
about his diet, in particular about what ho 


drinks, he may be roasonably comfortable in 
tunmer, though ho sits around all day with a 
ilk a tight-fitting collar, and frock coat 


well from inside the body as outside, 
feeling of parching thirst 
more uncomfortable than the direct rays of 
tho sun. The feeling thata man has caton 
something that doos not agree with bim, or 
has bad too many cold drinks, causes greater 
discomfort than torrents of perspiration, To 
bo comfortable there must be an equilibrium 
between the interior apparatus of the body 
and theexternal conditions and circumstan- 
cox. Noman who eats and drinks carelossly 
on « hot day will have this comfortable poisa. 
A mistake many men make is not to drink 
until they are thirsty and not to drink any- 
thing at all cool until they are hot. A man 
may getup in the morning and feol fairly com- 
fortable;and drink but little, When be gets 
tohis worl: it will bo warmer; he will then 
drink beer, soda water, lomonade, or Ice wa- 
ter, 


he will drink some more of the same, From 
this time on as the thermomoter rises ho will 
become hotter and thirstier, It isnot that 
he has not taken enough fluid to quonch any 
amountof thirst, bub thatthe fluid was not 
taken until he was thirsty and therefore 
does not quench his thirst at once, 
satisfies hungor almost at once, but the food 
is nottaken into the system for several hours 
until the digostion and assimilation are com- 
ploted. It is so with thirsteven more than 
withhunger. Thirst is a local fooling, but it 
means that thore is not enough water in the 
system, Pouring water down tho throat 
pats water into the stomach, but not into 
om for some time afterward, particu- 
{the water is cold. Coffea and tea 
h thirst more rapidly when they ar 
hot than when they are cold, because they 
are assimilated more quickly. 

Then after the victim of tho hoat is loaded 
up with cold water he begins to perspire moro 
freoly, ‘This means that he has putinto him- 
self more water than his system demands, 
and that the heat aud hisoverloaded system

closest sort of a close observer, Mr. Kipling

The Best of Out-Door Sports, 


There isacertain tendency in the civiliz- 
ation of our time to underestimate or over- 
look the need of the virile, masterful quali- 
tiesof the heart and mind which have built 
upand alone can maintain and defend this 
very civilization, and which generally go 
hand in band with good health and the cap- 
acity to get the utmost possible use outof the 
body. There is nobetter way of counter- 
acting this tendency than by encouraging 
bodily exercise, and especially the sports 
which develop such qualities as courage, re- 
solution, and endurance, The best of all 
sports for this purpose are those which fol- 
low the Macedonian rather than the Greek 
model; big-game hunting, mountaineering, 
the chase with horse and hound, and wilder- 
ness life with allits keen, hardy pleasures, 
The hunter and mountaineer lead healthier 
lives and in time of need they would make 
better soldiers than the trained athlete. Nor 
need these pleasures be confined to the rich, 
‘The trouble with our small men of means is 
quite as often that they do not know how to 
enjoy pleasures lying right at their doors as 
that they cannot afford them. From New 
York to Minneapolis, from Boston to San 
Francisco, there is no large city from which 
itis impossible to reach a tract of perfectly 
wild, wooded or mountainous land within 
forty-eight hours; and any two young men 
who can‘get a month’s holiday in August or 
September cannot use it to a better advantage 
than by tramping on foot, pack on back, 
over such a tract, Let them go alone; a 
season or two will teach them much wood- 
craft, and will enormously increase their 
stock of health, hardihood, and self-reliance, 
“If one carries a light rifle or fowling-piece, 

and the other a fishing-rod, they will soon 
learn to help fill out their own bill of fare. 

Of course they must expect to find life 

pretty hard, and filled with disappointments 

at first; but the cost willbe very trifling: 
and if they have courage, their reward is sure 
to come.—Theodore Roosevelte, in North

Whittier 
began as an editor, end only in middle life 
attempted to lean upon literature alone for 
“support, which his early savings and sim- 
ple babits mado ;possible, It was always 
Longfellow's advice to young men who wish- 
ed to be literary to have first and mainly, a 
vocation independent of the fluer muse. Ifa 
young writor thinks he possess genius, ho may 
of course, oxperiment with it; but it will 
serve bis purse and peace of mind better to 
secure some source of labour and income 
that is more philistine and worldly, and ride 
his, Pegasus only at inspired {ntervals, 
For {t is a fact, in spite of the occasion- 
al big figures that are given as the ro- 
sults of literary work, pure and simple, that 
the men who prospered by that alone, are 
only, at any one time, a few dozen in num- 
ber among our sixty-five miilions of people. —

The English Railroad Car, 

Those Americans who go abroad to dis- 
cover the shortcomings of Europe and to 
exaggerate theirowwn satisfaction with every- 
thing American are always happiest when 
they are describing an Euglish, French, or 
German railroad. They are half wrong, as 
bigots usually are; but then, again, tuey are 
half right. The truest comparison and fair- 
est statement of the facts concerning English 
and American railroads is that if they had 
our cars and we had their roads, both coun- 
tries would enjoy railroading in perfection, 

In order to present the completest picture 
to the American reader, let him or her im- 
agine a summer horse-car with the sides 
boarded up—ons of those horse-cars we New- 
Yorkers ride upon Thied Avenue in, with 
cross seats facing one another in puirs. Let 
him imagine the back of every alternate seat 
carried up to the ceiling. That would divide 
the car into three or four boxes, Then put 


' a window at each end of each seat, anda 


door at each end of each passage, 
The windows must be tight and immovable, 
but there must be asliding window in every 
door, to hoist up and ddwn by means of a 
broad leather strap, worn black and soft by 
handling. Now mark ‘Third Class” on the 
boxes that are over the wheels at either end 
of the car, and paint. ‘First Class” on the 
boxes between the wheels in the middle of 
the car, Cushion the first-class seats, and 
pad their backs as high as one’s head; then 
carpet the third-class seats, and nail carpet 
on their backs, and you have turned an open 
horse-car intoan English railway carriage. 
there isa narrow board on each side of the 
horse-car for the conductor to walk upon, 
and that is there also on the English car; 
but the English railroad car is boarded up 
at either end, whereas the American horse- 
car is glazed. 

Now let the American think of all the 
comforts and conveniences there are in our 
railroad coaches—the toilet stand, the closet, 
the heating ¥ 
cylinder. 
vailroad car--not one, 
at the station, notin thecars. Inthe English 
cars there is an ineffectual and timid light, 
half concealed above a thick convex glass in 
the roof of each compartment, and there is a 
rack over each seat, ‘This is the fact whether 
you ride first class or third class. In somo 
of the cars there is a map of the railroad over 
one bench, and an advertisement of the rail- 
road's hotels facing it, in each compartment, 
The map strikes mo as o most excellent idea, 
There is also posted in each compartment a 
statement of the number of persons it is de- 
signed to accommodate, ‘This compartment 
is for ton persons,” was always posted in tho 
third-class and second-class compartments; in 
the first-class ones the seats are divided by 
padded arms to accommodate three persons 
each, or six tothe compartment, That is a 
European custom, Eyen on shipboard on 
your way to Europe you will notice, cast in 
the iron door-fraine of every room aboard tho 
vessel, a statement of tho number of sailors 
or passengers or stewards or stokers that

thoy shall not underyell thelr customers, the 
rotail dealers, Mor tho bulk of their customars 
aro the retailors It isthe samo in the un busi- 
ness. Tho big manufacturing concerns do 
notcaro to sell asinglo gun or a few boxes of 
loaded shells, If it were known through tho 
trade that they were seokingthe retail busl- 
hess the retailers would decreuse thoir orders, 
By using a retail dealer the purchaser may 
get more than half tho discount. The dis- 
countruns from 25 per cont, to 50 per cont; 
it istho biggest in cartridges. The retail 
price ofa box of cartridges ‘is two or three 
times as much as they can be bought from the 
manufacturers for in a largo order, All the 
standard grades of guns are so well known 
that the buyer can got from the manufactur- 
era price listof all his stock, and pick out by 
numbor just what he wants, 

In hunting for any longth of timo tha 
Cost of the shells piles up, Improved moth- 
ods of manufacturing, the extension of tho 
big plants, and now inventions have cut 
down tho price of gunsso that a good re- 
peating rifle can be got for $15 and'a good 
doublo-barrelled breech-loading shotgun for 
$25 or 330. These guns are not fanciful, but 
they willdo as good shooting asif their 
stocks were varnished and hunting scene! 
were otched onthe locks, A hammorless 
gun does notshoot any better than a gun 
with hammers, and rebounding locks with 
patent catches and double bolts are so com: 
mon that they do not cost much extra, The 
standard rifle costs from $15 to 835, the shot- 
guns from $20 up. Fancy shotguns can be 
bought for as much as $600 or $700, but 
there is little difference betweon the shooting 
qualities of thom and the $40 or $50 guns,

pound bag. The wads cost from 30 cents to 
$83 a thousand, The shells can be loaded 
with either a big onethird-of-a-cent wad and 
with powder, or with a cheap cardboard wad, 
one or two pink edge wads, a pink and 
black edge wad, another cardboard wad, and 
theshot, The manufacturers will load it iu 
any desired way. Brass shells are cheaper 
from one point of view, though they cost ten 
cents apiece, for the brass shell can be used 
almost indefinitely, while a paper shells can 
be used only afew times. Crimping the shells 
uses them up more rapidly, but it isan advan: 
tage, asin a double-barrelled gun the dis- 
charge of one barrel will loosén the shot in the 
other cartridge, particularly if itis a brass 
cartridge, unless it is crimped. A  reduc- 
tion of ten to twenty-five per cent. can be had 
on theso cartridgas by paying them through 
a small retail dealer, if itis worked properly, 
Thisreduction can bo obtained more easily on 

aper shells than on rifle cartridges. Some 
of the manufacturers make a bid for the re- 
tail trade by refusing to sellany cartridges 
retail, The list prica for four drams of 
powder and an ounce and one-eighth of shot, 
and with one card and two black-edged wads 
over the powder, and witha cardboard over 
the wad, is $26 a thousand. This rate can be 
cut some, And a well-known customer may 
get his cartridges for two conts each. 

There are extras in the cartridges, Chilled 
shot costs $1 a thousand more. Buckshot is 
$1 a thousand ex Threo black-edged 
wads over the powder instead of two black- 
edged wads over the cardboard cost ninety 
cents extra por thousand. One card and 
two olack-edged wads, instead of the black- 
edged wads alone, cost ninety conts extra, 
The cardboards are the Cheapest things about 
a cartridge, as the regular price for them is 
only thirty cents a thousand, Some men 
prefer to cut their Own cardboard out with 
punches, That is for the pleasure of it and 
not for economy. 

There ore riflo.shells that cost more than 
any shotgun shell even ¢with the wire cart- 
ridge, Rimefired cartridges run as high as 
$40 ~ thousand for 56\calibre, with 45 grains 
Of powder and 850 grains of lead, One of 
these cartridges will bore a hole through a 
frame house. There ar contre-fire cartridges 
which cost flye cents each in, thousand ota 
atthe factory. Tho Winchester Express, 38 
calibro, with 90 grains of powder and 217 
grains of bullet, one part tin'to forty parts 
lead cost $50 o thousand, | The Sharps, 40- 
calibre cartridge with 90 grains of powder 
and 870 grains of load and tho Ballard rifle 
also havo cartridges costing $50 a thousand, 

To the man who is going away fora week 
or two of sport the cost of his ammunition 
is a thing to be but little considered, but to 
professional hunters it is a big item, Tho 
mon who shoot gamoin tho Adirondracks, 
particularly small game, haveto rogard tho 
cost of their cartridges. It would not pay to 
uso cight-cent rifle cartridges on squirrols. 
In shooting small birds the cost of the ammu- 
nition may casily run up to as much as the 
value of the birds beforo thoy are shipped, 
‘That is one reason why some of the old hunt- 
ors still cling to the muzzle-londing rifle and 
shotgun, asido from their sontimental at 
tachment to them. —N. Y. Sun.

The number of points in a game is usually 
nine, but the number may be changed at 
pleasure. The Jargest number of cards 
counts one; each ace, ten and two-spot in a 
suit not that of the player counts. one; 
each ace, ten, and two in the player's. own 
suit counts him nothing, but for each ‘one 
that he fails to take he forfeits one point on 
his score. 

Tt being difficult to save an ace and a two- 
spot when they are in hand and must be led, 
the dealer, to whom as the third to name his 
suit comes the choice which of two suits shall 
be trumps, will often name his suit the one 
of which he has the Jeast, as this gives him 
more trumps; and in general term; it is well 
to be either very strong or ven7 weak in the 
suit one names ashis own. Ifvery strong 
there is the cuance of securing the ace and 
two before the other players have exhausted 
their suitsand have an opportunity to trump, 
or the chance of getting the trumps out and 
then calling the cards. Playing third ‘hand 
itis generally wise to put onthe ten if it 
will take the trick, br theaceor twoof 
trumps when one has no suit. It must be 
kept in mind thatthe ace islow, and that 
even a tivo-spot will take it. 

The highest number of points it is possible 
for a player to made in a single hand is ten, 
to do which it would be necessary for him to 
take the greatest number of cards, and all 
the sens, aces and twos inthe pack. The 

lowest number is minus three, which would 
be his score in case he had none of these. If 
he took simply the ace, ten and two in his 
own suit he would simply have nothing, but 
would lose nothing.

A Curious Coincidence, 


One would suppose (says the Daily News) 
that a novelist would find it quite safe to use 
the word “Dives,” Mr, Walter Besant, how- 
ever, has realized that that word, asa proper 
name, has a representative, who appropriate- 
ly resides in a goldregion.

. es Other Hints, — 


1 Tho best timo for collecting Algee will de- 
» | pend upon the state of the tide and what you 
wo in search of, ‘Tho only perfect, and for 
that matter the only beautiful, specimens, in 
nany Cases, aro those In fruit; consequently 
|-you will try toascertain whon the fruiting of 
| the different species occurs—late summer 
being the season for tho majority of Amori- 
win Algoo—nsing a pocket lens for the pur- 
pose, Handle your treasures carefully, and 
arry them in a covered tin pail immersed in 
wa wator, 

Supposing that you have obtained and 

hrought home a pailful of tangled masses of 
mx-weed which you desire to study and 
hount, you get some soup plates filed with 
fresh water, a bit of alum, some caniol's-bair 
brushes, and a few coarse needlos (mounted 
*n little sticks soas to bo handled easily); 
push up your cuff’s, and go to work. 

Previously you havo provided yourself 
with sjuare pivoes of strong white paper of 
sood quality, each three or six inchos square, 
nud with a botanical press, or somothing 
| that will answer its purpose, and these are 
| by your side ready for use, 

Now solect a piece of weed, rinse it clean 
of sand, and then transfer it to fresh water 
fora second rinsing, Slip under it there, as 
it Moats out, one of your squares of paper, 
holding this with your left, hand, while with 
your right you arrange tho filaments or 
fronds ina natural manner, by aid of your 
neddlesand brush, and thin out superfluous 
branches with sharp-pointed scissors. When 
the specimen has been placed as you like it, 
cautiously raise the paper out of the water, 
guarding against any alteration in the po: 
sition of the plant, and let it rest; sloping 
somewhat, so thatthe moisture can run off, 
Others can then bo floated out, but care must 
bo taken not to let the first ono wait until it 
dries, since the plants and papers should be 
pressed while they are yet damp. 

Place your plants in the press between 
sheets of good brown wrapping papor, coy- 
oring each plant with a piece of old linen or 
fine muslin cloth, to prevent its adhoring to 
the upper paper; and put between each two 
lnyers asheot of blotting paper to absorb the 
moisture, Then buckle up your straps, or 
tighten your thumb-screws, and let the con- 
erience will teach you what 
is the right degree of pressure, and how long 
the plants should remain in the press, Tho 
blotting-paper and imuslin will need to be 
changed two or three times in the case of the 
larger Algm, while the smaller ones may not

akin to the best adherents, Thee must be 
brushed over, when dry, with a little isinglass 
dissolved in alcohol, or a solution of gum- 
mastic in turpentine. 

It is to be supposed that you will not be 
content with the childish amusement of 
merely laying out these pretty things, but 
will wish to study their structure and fruc- 
tification. To do this, books and a micro- 
scope are necessary. The elaborate works of 
the English botanists Harvey and Landes- 
borough can be procured at most libraries, 
but cost a larger sum than most amateurs 
would care to pay, but there are several small 
English books covering the sudject which 
answer very well, since the majority of the 
species occur on both sides of the Atlautic. 
In America only one book has been written 
deyoted to the subject—Sea Mosses—by A. 
B. Heryey. which contains a few colored 
plates and descriptions of all the sea-weeds 
of the Eastern coast. In making a micros- 
copic examination a two inch object-glass is 
adyised to begin with, but a pocket lens is 
sufficient for identification of species in most 
cases.—Ernest Ingersoll, in Harper’s Bazar.

He was a 
member of John Street Presbyterian Church, 
and & Roformer in politics, He is survived 
by his second wife, two sons and two 
daughters.

Feeding Calves Skim Milk=Exereise for 
B22 Fowls—Smut in Whoat—An Improved 
=. Sawbnok—Good Water Filter—Wean- 

ing Lambs—Grasses for Swine. tw 


A_vory successful feeder in Canada uses 

the following method of raising calves on 
skim milk: Tho calyes are fed by hand all 
thé now milk they will tako three times a 
day until about a week old. Then skim milk 
is added, only a littloat first. Tho skim milk 
is fed only whon it is sweet, ag when it is 
sour it produces scours and injures tho diges- 
tion fn othor wafa, The skim milk is fod at tho 
temperature of milk just taken from tho 
cow, In heating, a portion of milk is put on 
tho stove ina pan or pail, and heated gradu- 
ally until quite warm, Tt is then poured 
into the portions respectively sob apart for 
each calf. The calves get the milk threo 
times a day, for, say a month from the be- 
ginning of the change to skim milk, but a less 
quantity is given at noon, and if fed regular- 
ly they mustgotall the skim milk they will 
take without injury to them. 

When the change is being made from new 
milk to skim milk, flax seed is added to tho 
milk, Itis prepared ns follows: For two 
calvos take half a teacup of flaxseed at night 
and pour on two quarts of boiling water, al- 
lowing it to steep till morning; it is then 
warmed and added to the milk; the quantity 
of the flax may be gradually but slowly in- 
creased until three-fourths of a teacup of 
flax seed, steeped in a proportionate increase 
of hot wateris given to.each animal. Tho 
flax for the night mealis put to steep in tho 
same wayin the morning. Milkis fed until 
the calves are seven or eight months old. 
They should have access to all the clean water 
they willdrink atall times. 

They get all the meal they will eat up clean 
twice aday. The mixture consists of one- 
fourth ground peas, one-fourth ground oats 
and one-half wheat bran; this is mixed with 
food lay run through a cutting box. The 
proportion of the hay to the meal is in 
as the calves get older. Where meal of this 
kind is not to be had, boys, give your calves 
oats, which you may feed whole, and you 
need not mix them with cut hay. © When 
autumn comes, ont sheavesare sometimes cut 


inthe chaifer and the meal mixture added, 
but not so much of it in quantity as when 
the cut oat sheaves are not fed. They get 
what long hay they will eat up clean in win- 
ter, and green food of almost any kind in 
summer. They are kept in loose box stalls 
in the stable all through the first summer, 
which are kept dark in the season of flies. 
They may got a good supply of sliced roots 
in the season for these.—Michigan Dairy- 
man, 


A Good Filter, 

At this season of the year much impure 
water is used, causing a great deal of the 
sickness which prevails in summer. Boiling 
the water before using it modifies, If used 
for tea or coffee the process is quite simple. If 
for drinking water it may be boiled and kept 
till wanted in a cold apartment or ice house in 
corked bottles or jugs. When there are 
mineral impurities that cannot be removed 
by boiling the water it is safest to use filtered 
rain water. 

The late George Geddes for more than a 
quarter of a century used filtered rain water 
for all domestic purposes in his family, and 
during that time there had been no disease 


CISTERN WITH A BRICK FILTER, 
-of a character resulting from the use of bad 


water. Fer several years he had useda 
brick filter, a section of which is represent- 
ed in the accompanying cut. It was twelyo 
feet Sng, and for convenience in covering 
only six feet wide. It would hold 4,000 
gallons. ‘The lower course of the cemented 
stone walls projected four inches into the 
cistern to prevent uny crack, “The covering 
with six inch flag stones, fitted to the 
walls with’cement, left no entrance except 
through the man hole b and the ladder from 
the roof. A foot of earth rested on the 
cover, and the man hole flags included an 
airspace shutting out frost. The roof should 
be kept clean, and the first water after a 
long drouth excluded. The filter was a hol- 
low brick cylinder, cc, with an inch air hole, 
and<ontaining the pump, . The water soak- 
ing through the four inches of brick be- 
came perfectly filtered, ‘and was‘ns pleasant 
to drink ds any we éver tasted. The over- 
flow, dd, carries off all sediment,. A self 
acting valve, closed whon no Water is escap- 
ing, prevented the entrance of mice.) Thanks 
are due to Country Gentleman for the fore- 
going out and its description.

sist disease, 


Weaning Lambs. 

Whion lambs are weanod they should be put 
in a clean pasture, where no othor stock has 
been very recently, and whore they cau get a 
full, clean bite, They must have clean pis 
ture, and plenty of it; yet it must not He 00 
rich, for fear of bringing on scours, Young 
shoots of grasses and clover, on land that has 
beon previously folded and allowed to fre shen 
up, aro particularly to bo avoided. This 
second growth of grass, from the droppings 
of previous stock on the ‘same land, often 
harbors the germs of various diseases, and 
particularly those of filaria and tape-worm, 
A change of pasture every two or three 
Will do much to keop the lambs healthy 
nice, clenn old pasture is preferable to botter 
looking young seeds if they have been proyi- 
ously soiled. Lambs intended for fattening 
purposes should be good to commence with 
after weaning, and they should be carriod 
rightalong by box feeding. A quarter of a 
pound of grain or cake and bran per head per 
day will take the place of the ewe’s mill, and 
will easily ropay the expense by the continu 
ed growth in the lambs, Plenty of good, 

lean water, easy of acc is also very @s- 
sential for lambs newly weaned. 

When grain or cake is fed to lambs there 
fs less danger of disease, and they can with 
greater safety be jut on succulent food. 
Frequent changes of green fodder and a 
daily supply of dry food is the right mater jal 
for making fat hoggets. Keep them im- 
proving all the time, and never' give them 
niore than will do them good. 


Exercise. 


A failure results from the experiment of 
keeping fowlsinsmall pons, in miany cases, 
on account of the lack of exercise. They may 
be fed regularly, with the proper variety of 
food, watered often, have all the shells of 
the ocean. green food supplied in abundance, 
and animal food; yet if they have no exercise 
they will not thrive. Fowls in astate of 
domestication lose tho uso of their wings ina 
great measure, and cannot take exercise by 
flight. ‘They must depend on running, walk- 
ing orscratching. The hen isa scratching 
animal and those poultry keepers living in 
villages, having only small space for their 
flocks, should not omit furnishing the induce- 
ments to this exercise. Every one knows 
with what pertinacity fowls will dig ina 
flower garden when they get a chance, With 
a spade in hand the small fowlyard may be 
rendered attractiveto biddy, and she will 
scratch till every worm and bugis secured; 
as contentedly as she would in the flower gar- 
den, and thus obtainher needed exercise, — 
Poultry Yard. 


Smut in Wheat. 


Smut in wheat was once a great cause of 
loss and complaint, and it was found that 
the smut increased when smutty seed was 
used. I found by making a strong brine 
with blue vitriol dissolved in it, putting it 
in a tub large enough to hold a tight bas- 
ket in which the seed Wheat was placed—the 
wheat stirred and skimmed, and then raised 
out of the brine and allowed to drain, when 
it was poured out or put in bags and so 
remained twelye toztwenty-four hours, and 
then sown in the usual manner. I never 
found this to fail as a remedy in wheat. 
The strong brine was useful to float: out light 
and probably diseased grains of wheat, Two 
years ago, thinking of this, I poured my corn 
on the floor and poured among @t 1 solution 
of blue vitriol and gave ita good stirring. 
Butit will be seon that that way of applying 
the vitriol did not ‘reach every grain. The 
result was much less smut then former 
years, 


Poultry Topics, 

Most poultry fanciers, says the Kansas 
Farmer, are pleased when they have learned 
to selecta ‘bird fit for exhibition out of a 
number of fowls. This can only be done by 
a practiced eye after careful observation 
and study, and yet, for one poultry-keeper 
who keeps birds for exhibition purposes there 
are twenty who keep fowlsfor profit, There- 
fore it is far more important to make a study 
of having qualities than of exhibition points, 
If the former were studied more it would 
save a great deal of expense and disappoint- 
ment to fowl-keepers. For instance, many 
people keep twenty or thirty fowls during 
the Winter months. and often get but very 
few eggs, perhaps five or six eggs from 
twenty birds, or eight or nine oggs from 
thirty hens per week, and the fowls that do 
Jay are kept back by their brethren, If 
only seven or ten birds, all good layers, were 
kept in place of the thirty, more eggs would 
be the result, and these few birds would be 
kept ata third of the cost, and the income 
from them would be considerably increased 

When we kepthens for laying we never 
keptany but those that would lay in the 
winter months, and November, December, 
and January were usually higher with me, 
as regards number of eggs, thanany dther 
three months of the yoar, We had thirty 
pulléts one season that Jaid injthe three 
months mentioned, 1,878 eggs or about an 
average of twenty-one eggs monthly for 
each bird, Some of them Jaid fifteen and 
nineteen days together without missing a 
day. Most things thatcan be done have 
been done, We have kuown of many in- 
stances where only six to ten birds have 
been kept, and the egg return has avoraged 
twenty-five eggs per bird a month, 

We often visit people who kéeop ten fowls 
and who often got more eggs than their 
neighbors who keep from forty to fifty fowls 
during the winter moaths, It is not the num- 
ber of birds kept but the quality and man- 
agenient of them, We have often picked out 
the good laying hons from the othe 
that their owners could judgo for themsel

crowding too many person in a house or 
room helps them, not only in this way, but 
by aiding thoir direct transmission from per- 
ton to person, Hence the value of isolation, 

The first essential in dealing with infectious 
a! ses is forefend them, by cleanliness of 
Persons clothing, and everything in the 
house, Tho only way to use this method of 
absolute cleanliness, is to make ita rule of 
life always, before, during andtafter sicknoss. 
When such diseases como and find such pre- 
caution not taken, it should not be neglected 
another hour, but all possible done immed- 
lately to make up for lost time. Among the 
méans to this end, frea ventilation is the 
most important; through ventilation, through 
Windows and doors, This is possible in all 
rooms, even the cellar, notoccupied by the 
pationt, and should be repeated often enough 
to destory the stuffy and mouldy cdor pecul- 
jar to crowdir The dusting of the rooms 
is best done at this time, so that the dust, the 
source and carrier of much foulness in the 
alr of the house, may be taken away by the 
wind and oxydized and destroyed in the open 
air, 

Another general fact, applicable to all 
eruptive diseases—scarlet fever, measles, 
small pox—is that ofa good greasing allover 
with simple ointment—one part mutton tal- 
low to two parts lard—isfalways in order, 
almost alwaysa benefit as well as a remedy, 
and always does more than any other mea- 
sure to keep the poison, ripening in the skin, 
in the body clothing instead of being carried 
about to others, The housewifely objection 
that it soils the clothes is true, but an advan- 
tage, as it compels more frequent change, not 
only of night dress but sheets and pillow 
cases, Put these immediately after changing 
into boiling water. Usea little soap, but 
no chemical substance, It is the water, 
hot to hard boiling, which kills. Boil for 
ten or better twenty minutes, and then treat 
theclothesas isthey had not been infected; 
they are perfectly safe. 

Blankets, pillows, and bed ticks raay be- 
treated in the same way, and the clothing of 
the nurse. After recovery, the warm bath 
should be freely indulged in, with plenty of 
soap, repeated as need be till the last evidence 
of disease has disappeared. After death. the 
body sould be wrapped in a sheet saturated 
with Strong solution of chloride of lime and 
then putan Ught casket for prompt and 
private burial. 

As to tae room; All else that cannot be 
boiled, must be fumigated with moist sul- 
phurous acid gas, and the room should be 
well steamed atthe same time, by the boiling 
waterin a tub, which may be helped by 
sprinkling the floor and walls with hot water 
before lignting the sulphur. After the fumi 
gation, thorough “through and through” 
ventilation, Usesvapsuds to the floor, and 
to the walls if wood or painted. If prepared, 
the paper will have suffered by the moist 
acid, so that it will come off all the more 
easily. When it is once thoroughly 
off have the walls well washed, and 
never put on any more, but paint. 
the walls. ‘bs ceiling may not be 
punted, vat whitewasued with hot and 
fresh Jime-wash, Renember one important 
} 0.ni, especially as respects diphtheria. After 
disinfecting a room, or house, see that no 
moist, damp placesremain, Have floor, wall, 
closets, every bit of wood work thoroughly 
dry, before occupation of the room again, 
aud put off such occupation as long as 
possible. 

Use plenty of sulphur,—3 or 4 Ibs. to a 
small sized room in a dish on a tub of water. 
A spoonful of alcohol will help to ignite it,— 
Canada Health Journal. 


Housekeeping Girks, 


It may be true that “most girls of the per- 
iod know much more about the proper man- 
agement ofa house when they marry than 
their mothers did,” but this is not the experi- 
ence of the majority of men who marry 
American girls, No one is brighter or quick- 
er to learn the mysteries of household work 
than the American girl, but in the great ma- 
jority of cases she gains this knowledge after 
her marriage. Wherever the Euglisb system 
of enforcing training in cooking and house- 


hold work is adopted there the girls are 
found to be adepts, but unfortunately, es- 
pecially in the west, the custom is to leave all 
household work to servants. Thus the girl 
grows up with no practical knowledge of this 
work, which seems so easy, but which in 
reality requires pationt study and much 
practice todo well. So when she comes to 
manage a household she is at the mercy of 
servants who are quick to take advantage of 
her ignorance. She genorally emerges tho 
victor after several yenrs of costly experience, 
but she would have been spared all this 
worry, vexation and hard work had her 
mother insisted, as English mothers do, upon 
equal proficiency in the kitchen and the

A noticeable foature of recent boo koopors’

Mixed grasses aro bettor for stock than a 
single variety. No watter how valuable 
any particular grass crop may be, or how 
large the yiold, the stock will thrive better 
when fed on a varioty, 

Tho following is also said to bo a good ap- 
plication to prevent motals rusting: Melt one 
ounce of rosin in a gill of linseed oil, and 
while hot mix it with two quarts of kerosene 
oil. This can be kept ready to apply at any 
timo with a brush or rag to any tools or im- 
plements required to lay by fora time, pre- 
venting any rustand saving much vexation 
when the tools are to be used again. 


A Quick Way to Kill Caterpillars, 
Take a suitable pole, say ten feet long, and 
attach to the end a coarse woollen cloth by 
winding it with strong twino, so that it will 
not Slipeither way. ‘Take from one to thre 
~quartsof wood ashes, pour on hot water, 
and thus get a strong lye. Take an old’ pail, 
turn inthe lye, adding one pint or more of 
soft soap, and stir well. It isthen ready for 
‘use, and I will warrant this lye and soap to 
deal thedeathblow instantly to all caterpil- 
jlars by thrusting the saturated swab straight 
linto the nests, Put tho pole and swab in a 
‘secure place for future use,—Country Gen- 
tleman, 


Clover with Straw. 

National Stockman recommends that in 
rainy, catching weather clover be placed in 
“the stack or mow with alternate layers of 
Straw. Itaffirms that the clover comes out 
green in color as when put in, Even the 
blossoms do not change color, The straw is 
‘also imbued with the flavor of the clover 
vand is eagerly eaten by tho cattle. Dairy- 
‘men donot generally realize the value of 
maintaining the bright green color of the 
jhay. This will be particularly shown in 
‘promoting the splloy color of the butter 
made in winter, 


Green Food for Fowls, 

Fowls want green food, especially in tho 
season for it, and where they have their 
liberty they consume large quantities of 
grass; also vegetables if they can get at them. 
When confined in little runs they should 
hayeasmall supply with their other food 
daily. Clover is always welcome, There is 
nothing they like better than cabbage, both 
head and leaves. By sowing a bed in tho 
garden with cabbage seed, early and thick, 
a plentiful supply of leaves can be furnish- 
ed them before the transplanted plants 
head. 


Summer Pruning of Trees. 


Some cultivators prefer pruning trees of 
the forest varieties during the season of 
their most active growth in summer rather 
than in the fall or early spring. The littlo 
bleeding will not hurt them, and the cuts 
heal and grow over more readily and per- 
fectly than when the pruning is done during 
the dormant period. Of course the mass of 
leaves is an objection in somo cases, and 
makes the disposal of the brushmore trouble- 
some, For orebard pruning, after the trees 
are old enovgh tobe in fruit, it can hardly 
be recommended, as it would naturally 
causé some top. -Inpruning evergreens there 
is not much to choose as tothe time. Tho 
resinous sapsoon coats the cut over, so that 
the pruning of this class of trees can be done 
when most convenient. 


Pot Grown Strawberry Plants. 

A poor potted plant is inferior to a good 
layer. Good ones, however, are, according 
to Orchardand Garden, cheaper in the end 
than the ordinary layer plants, for the reason 
that(]) there is, or should be. no loss in 
transplanting, as isthe case with layers; (2) 
they may be safely set out at any time even 
when hot and dry; (3) they will bear a good 
crop the following seasons; (4) if planted 
sufficiently early in the season (in July or 
August) they will make other plants by 
running, which will also bear fruit next year; 
(5) layer plants will not bear fruit tho 
following season to the same extent as the 
potted plants, the check of transplanting 
layors in summer being considerable unless 
great pains are taken to water and sbade 
plants, 


The Proper Care ofa Colt,

Our English Cousins, 


England is the bankiug-houso aud financial 
agency of the world. Sle isa great factory 
and shipyard, .but in the next century will 
haveto give up her pre-eminence iu thése 
particulars, She does the ocean carrying 
trade of the world, butin this, too, she can- 
not always stand first. Some of hor scientific 
and economical investigators give her only 
ohne hundred years in which to exhaust her 
supply of coal situate for inexpensive mining. 
With hér cheap coal, her superiority in fac- 
ture will depart. Till Babylon itself shall 
fall, England seems likely to be afid remain 
the banking-house of the world. Arecent es- 
timate gives hor revenue from investielhts 
outside of the United Kingdom at $5,000;000 
aday or $1,825,000,000 a year. The tax 
income alone of Great Britain in 1888 was 
$3,180,000,000, on which the tax, at 6 pence 
the pound, was $63,500,000, Of the’ income 
and profits of the poople of Great Britain 
only that which is above a céttajy amount is 
taxed. Hence the income taxed does not 
notify the total income of oyr English cous- 
ins. That is ostimated carefully at somewhat 
more than $7,000,000,000 a year. | It costs 
England a round sum to support her royal 
family, we be edfmk! 

Queen Victoria is paid $390,000 a year into 
her privy purse. She i bala. $1100 000 a 
year, for salaries of the royal poyephold. She 
is paid $220,000 a year for fetiriig allowayices 
and’pensions to’servants. Shd'is Paid $69,000 
a year to give away in royal bauutties, "i

_ Fall Plantnig of Raspberries. 


In a paper read before the Wisconsin 
Farmers’ institute J, H, Hale said that the 
red, black and yellow raspberries require 
very much of the same soil as strawberries, 
except that they may be grown with profit 
on land that isfar richer in nitrogenous mat- 
ter, Fall is the best time to plant all but the 
cap varieties, The ground should be as 
thoroughly prepared as for strawberries. He 
is satisfied that larger, finer and better ber- 
ries canbe grown by planting check rows five 
or six feet apart, giving the plants more sun- 
light and air and admitting of more use of 
the horse and cultivator, thus securing better 
culture ut less cost, while the yield of fruit 
is fully as large as from the hedge rows.

INDIAN ONFEDERACY, 

A grand conncil of Indians was held at 
Deseronto on August 26th to consult as to 
certain injustices which they claim are be- 
ing done to them by the administration of 
the country. 

The questions before the meeting for con- 
sideration were : 

Ist. What are the privileges and rights 
of the Indians in the eyes of the British 
law? 

2nd. What is the remedy, and how said 
Indians are to be liberated from said British 
law ? 

It was resolved (1) that the meeting 
agreed to reform and renew the Oka con- 
federate government of the Five Nation In- 
dians as a recognized government for the 
Five Nations and such others of the Indians 
living in North America as have united or 
wish to unite to the said confederacy, (2) 
Whereas the meeting have resolved to the 
following import that the Grand River In- 
dians, Bay of Quinte Indians and St, Regis 
Indians do appoint a local committee to en- 
quire, search and obtain all the important 
Hocu bene bearing on Indian rights and 
privileges extant that may be obtal ned, and 
said committee to report their proceedings 
at such time and place as herinafter stated. 

(3) Resolved, that the corresponding 
chiefs be hereby appointed, the followin 
are therefore appointed as foresaid: —Mitchel 
Jacob, Yellow Island, St. Regis ; Joab Mar- 
tin, Ohsweken, Brant county ; Jeremiah 
Hill, Maryaville, Hastings county—whose 
duties shull be to correspond with all per- 
sons that may be required and to keep on 
record all such correspondence that should 
have been done during their term of office 
and to report the same to the bands inter- 
ested as foresaid, 

(4) Resolved that in case the said com- 
mittee fail to obtain such documents as may 
be effectively employed in dotending the 
Indian rights, then the said bands shall form 
such scheme of mode of procedure that may 
be effectively employed in promoting the 
several welfare of the Indian racea of Am- 
erioa, subject to the adoptions of the confed- 


eracy,

tubes and similar articles, all drawing down 
and brazing is entirely dispensed with. There 
is practically no limit to the diameter of 
seamless pipes and other articles that can be 
produced, which has not been the case here- 
tofore. Many copper products, especially 
large tubes, vats, cylendors and the like, can 
be made direct from rough copper far cheaper 
than by any, other process, The electrical 
conductivity of the annealed copper is greater 
by 449 per cent, than that of the best com- 
mercial copper, and the copper can be varied 
in tersile strength and dactility according to 
the requirements. With all these points in 
its favor, it is also stated that the quality is 
first-class, and the cost is much reduced from 
that of the crdinary method.—Popular 
Science.

In areceyt magazino articlo on the possi- 
bilities of agriculture, Prince Krapotkine 
points out that while since the end of the 
last century the population of France has not 
increased even by 50 per cent., the peasants 
have nearly doubled both the area under 
wheat and the returns from each acre, so as 
to increase almost fourfold the amount of 
wheat grown in thatcountry, In 1789, with 
a population of 27,000,000, there were 9,884, 
000 acres under wheat, yielding 87,050,000 
bushels ; while in 1888, with a population of 
33,000,000, the acreage of wheat was 17,19S,- 
000, and the crop in Sushels 311,619,000. The 

4 ratio of increases of the wheat crop during 
that period has, therefore, been 2'y times 
4 &reater than the ratio of increase of popula- 
tion ; although agriculture has been hamper- 
ed by enormous taxation (44 per cent. or the 
" ross returns), military service, migration to 
cities, poverty of the peasantry, and other 
like drawbacks. 
y Ths district of Saffelare, in East Flanders 
| comprises 87,000 acres, and has to support 
30,000 inhabitants, all living by agriculture; 
and yet these péasants not only grow their

a: The neighboring Island of Guernsey is a 
land of market gardening which has developt 
qs ed of late into greenhouse culture, There 
are 500 tons of grapes grown every year, 
4 Tepresenting a mouey value of $215,000; 
~ ordinary vegetables—tomuatoes, potatoes, car- 
- Yots, peas and beans—being also grown toa 
‘great’ extent. Everywhere there are glass 
shelters which yield crop after crop through- 
out the spring, summer audantumn, Three- 
fourths of an acre covered with glass ogd 
heated in the spring will yield eight tonsof 
tomatoes as a first crop in April and May, to 
be followed by two crops more during the 
summer and autumn; and it has been calcu- 
lated that thirteen acres of a glass vinery will 
bring ina greater money return than doeshn 
ordinary English farm of 1500 acres, 
Tn all this there is much food for thought 
for our own agriculturists. It should not 
_ be forgotten that these results may be ob- 
tained under any climate and any soil; and 
they constitute a complete refutation of 
those politicoeconomic theories which are 
_ based upon the fwpossibility of satisfying 
the needs of all.

A Cowhide Horseshoe, 


In England andon many parts of the Con- 
~ tinent they have been fora long time using 
* a horseshoe made by compressing common 
hide tis composed of three thicknesses 
‘ #: cowskin pressed into a steel mold and 
m subjected to achemical preparation. It 
is claimed for it that it is much lighter, that 
it lasts longer, and that split hoofs are ,nover 
known in horses using it. It is perfectly 
smooth on the bottom, no calks being requir- 
ed, the shoe adhereing firmly onthe most 
polished surface, Its elasticity prevents 
: many sprains, the horse's steps being lighter 
. and surer, Straw, treated with chemicals 
unknown, has been used for centuries in 
Japan. 


Cheap Feed for Cows, 


At the Massachusetts Exporimenting Sta- 
tion fourteen different rations or combina- 
tions of food bave been used in feeding milch 
cows during the past four years. Tho tests 
have been very accurate. The cost of the 
rations is based on cornmeal! at $22.75 per ton, 
wheat bran at $21, bay at $15, and corn stover 
at $5 perton. The cheapest feed consisted of 
2{ pounds each of corn-meal and wheat bran. 
5 pounds of hay, and 13% pounds of well- 
cured corn stover, the total cost being a frac. 
tion over 14 conta per head daily, This food 
contaiued manurial elements worth 6 cents, 
fo that its actual net cost was only a fraction 
over 7% conta per cow daily. Tho yield of 
milk averaged nearly as high as when tho 
cows wore fed on 4 more expensive ration. 
‘This food contained one pound of nitrogenous 
matter to 7}¢ pounds of sugar, starch, etc. 
The next cheapest feed was mado up of 3¢ 
pounds each of cornmenl, wheat-bran, and 
giuton-moal, with 174¢ pounds of woll-cured

Such is the 
the land is taxed to perform a ser 
of producing a crop—without being supplied 
with the proper amount of manuro or fertiliz- 
er, the expense of labor required to secure 
a crop from land so tréated being somotimes 
equal to that necessary for the securing of 
abundant yields, 

During the summer season all expenses 
are lessened to a certain oxtent, as tho 
stock go to the food in the pasture, seek tho 

water required, and need less at- 
tention to protect from the weather, while 
in the winter the food and water must be 
supplied at the barn, This handling of the 
food, and the necessary management of stock 
is so much expense that must be incurred in all 
farms, but to economize in that direction the 
farmer should keep only the stock necessary 
toconsume, and thereby convert into meat, 
butter and milk the foods which are best 
saleable in those forms. To retain something 
that does not produce him a profit is to incur 
an expense, and to be content with the pro- 
duce of one-half of the flock or herd, instead 
of demanding the full quota from all, is to 
compel the profitable stock to support that 
which is unprofitab!e, which doubles the 
expense to the farmer and also reduces his 
profits to that extent. 

As the summer passes away and the cold 
season begins it must be keptin view that 
each animal must consume a greater propor- 
tion of food, and the reduction of expense 
must be made by reducing the number of 
animals, culling out all that do not give 
prospect of immediate{profit, Expenses may 
be reduced also by plowing tho land and 
hauling out manure at such seasons when it 
can be done advantagoously, “\instead of 
waiting until pressing work is in the way; 
and expenses maybe reduced by seeding 
down unoccupied land with rye, to be plowed 
under in the spring. There is no economy 
in dispensing with necessary stock or tools, 
or omitting labor that should be applied, 
but everything for winter may be made 
ready in advance with a view to have all 
expenses reduced to a minimum, and in every 
direction,

It will not stick, is aire 
proof, water-proof, tasteless and odorless, 
besides being cheaper and cleaner than 
cloth, 

Stagnant water kills a great many fruit 
trees, and still they need a great deal of 
Water, says an exchange, A well-drained 
Soil, through which an excess of water readi- 
ly passes, is the best, undoubtedly, if well 
cultivated, 

Fruits that propagate from buckers should 
always be planted where the grower can get 
all around them—never against a fence orin 
a garden corner. Noglect of this precaution 
will soon insure a thicket, says a writer. 

To prevent insects from [depositing their 
eggs upon plants when in flower, spray tho 
latter with a solution of one part of vinegar 
to ten parts of water. This treatment has 
given excellent results at the School of Arbo: 
riculture at Lyons. 

Ripening cream does not mean rotting it, 
Cream that stands until the whey bogins to 
separate is simply rotten cream, and butter 
made from itis spoiled beforehand, and of 
course has neither quality nor life.

A T TO MANITOBA, 
NOTES BY THE WAY, 
No more pleasant summer trip, can, per- 
. | haps be epjoyed than thatin the pleasures of 
which your correspondent recently partici 
ated in journeying from this our highly 
ae Bay of Quinte to that great Prairie 
Province in the West, which under the name 
of Manitoba is, year,by year becoming more 
widely known, not only throughout the 
British Empire, but in all countries of the 
Oider World as a most attractive and prom 
ising home for the intending emigrant, desir- 
ons of sharing in the fortunes of a new land, 
What a field here forsettlement ! Such will 
be the lasting impression produced in the 
travellers mind by a visit to Manitoba 
While the sight of its wide and fertile plains 
will no doubt at once call to mind the glow- 
ing terms in which, long since, Lord Selkirk, 
aud in later days notably Lord Dufferin 
ainted the future of Manitoba and the N, 
V. territories. Predictions which the 
visitor of to-day can hardly doubt are even 
now hasteniog towards their fulfilment, It 
may be here mentioned that: The name 
Manitoba is generally regarded as being 
derived from the Ojibway words, Manito, 
Great Spirit, and \Waba, straits between 
lakes, or a word meaning echo, 
The tourlet, on his way to Manitoba— 
desirous of variety in scenery—cannot do 
better we think than choose the lake route, 
as being the great natural high-way to the 
Western land of promise. Having made 
this selection, we left Toronto by rail at 
mid-day and passing on by Orangeville 
through a rolling country well timbered, 
and in parts, exhibiting good farms, we 
reached about 3 o'clock Owen Sound, the 
point of embarkation for Port Arthur} 
whence it is distant from 525 miles, Owen 
Sound has a popalation of about 6000 and is 
capitally situated at the mouth of the 
Sydenham River, ‘he wide area of land~ 
locked water forms a magnificent roadsted, 
and makes it the favorite point of departure 
for Manitotilin Island and all places on the 
Georgian Bay, of which it is the chief port.

About 20 miles 
from Winnipeg is East Selkirk, (originally 
intended as the site of a city); from this 
point the railway follows the river which is 
crossed by an iron bridge, and at last Winni- 
pe ne wonderful city of the west, phenom 
enal in its rapid growth, isreavhed, In 1870 
Fort Garry, as it was then called, was oaly 
“the miserable lookiog village” that Captain 
Butler called it in his well known book “the 
great Lone Land,” to-day it is a large city, 
the main source of svpply for the whole 
North West and fast becoming an important 
railroad centre, It ia situated at the janc 
tion of the Red and Assiniboine Rivers, and 
with the developement of the country’s rich 
resources must necessarily become a vast 
commercial emporium, while its peculiar 
natural position nearly equi-distant from the 
Atlantic and Pacific Oceans must always 
endow it with much political significance. Its 
citizens are justly proud of its rapid progress 
and never by any chance underestimate its 
destiny, Ics chief or Main street is a wide 
and magnificent thoroughfare, while the 
public buildings of Winvipeg would do 
credit toany city in the Dominion, but so 
much has been written about this capital, as 
to render further notice unnecessary, es- 
pecially ug ere drawing this sketch to an end, 
some remarks must be made upon the agri- 
vultural resources of Manitoba, which as 
every one knows will ever be the foundation 
of the prosperity of the province, 

In order to properly appreciate its farm- 
ing capabilities one must enjoy, I think, the 
privilege which has fallen to the writer's lot 
of travelling by the different lines of railway, 
radiatirg from Winnipeg and then from 
different points along them, drive across 
the prairie and through those districts best 
known as wheat producing cen such as: 
Brandon, Po Carberry, riswold, 
Rapid City, Neepawa, Minnedosa besides 
Southern Manitoba generally, When you 
see here and there the cnormous fields of 
grain belonging perhaps to one man, as for 
example, (near Brandon) say the sanderson 
farin, with 1800 acres of grain and 1500 of 
that a splendid sample of wheat, with a 
yield of probably thirty bushels to the acre, 
you can quite understand the success 
attending an enterprising farmer's efforts 
thusiasm of Manitobans generally 
over their country. The wonderful fer- 
tility of the soil is owing to the great depth

iverges from the main or transcontinental 
line at Sudbury, crosses the rapids by means 
of a splendid iron bridge, thus giving 


connection with St. Paul, Minneapolis, 
Duluth and other American centres of 
commerce, 


What changes have here taken place in 
the means of transportation, what triumphs 
have human genius gained over nature's 
opposing forces, since Jesuit Missionaries, 
more than two centuries and a half ago with 
many a toilsome portage pushed their ad- 
venturous way through these upper lakes to 
the N. W! To-day by means of Railway 
bridge or canal, we quickly pass or readily 
sail around the intervening barrier. But t 
resume our voyage. The Sault is passed; we 
have entered and are now crossing that 
wide waste of waters fitly called Lake 
Superior. In gazing over its illimitable ex- 
panse, what food for reflection the prospect 
of sea and sky afford. Little wonder to the 
untutored mind of the nboriginee, it should 
have appeared as a Deity to be adored. 
What beauty, majesty and awe the wide ex- 
tended vista of waters suggested! and how 
incomparably lovely was the sunset of that 
August evening, All night we steam our 
course across the mighty waters, internally 
congratulating ourselves that the ‘stormy 
winds’ have not arisen to mar the pleasure of 
the voyage over this great ‘unsalted sea.” 
For one could not help surmising how rudely 
the average Landsman’s slumbers would be 
disturbed, on such an Ocean Lake by the 
sudden appearance of a ‘‘stiff Nor-wester”! 
But peacetully comes the morn and ere noon 
we see Thunder Cape looming up before us. 
At the eastern entrance of Thunder Bay it 
stands like some huge sentinel to bar the 
Way, or as it were to protect the fabulous 
treasure which so long lay concealed in the 
famous Silver Islet behind it. 'o the west 
some 20 miles distant another basaltic 
upheaval known as McKay’s mountain meets 
tbe eye, while a third huge rock called Pie 
Island, lies at the entrance to the Bay. 
Passing by these sleeping giants the heroes 
of many an Indian Legend, we reach Port 
Arthur formerly called Prince Arthur's 
Landing. It is needless to add the town is 
picturesquely situated and will doubtless be- 
come a fashionable watering place for the 
‘fature millions of Manitoba” as well as a 
busy centre of trade. After travelling so 
long in a westerly direction and with mind 
full of Manitoba, it is rather startling to 
reflect that I am atill within the bounds of On- 
tario, though over 700 miles from its capital | 
But again we take the train and harry along | 
with Winnipeg, as the objective poiut in our 
minds, still 430 milesdistant. With renew- 
ed interest we watch quickly passed objects 
of interest, the Village of Fort William a 
Hudson Bay Co's Post of over 100 year’s 
standing hut pow of course snrrendered to 
the altered demands of trade. The fur house 
of the old Port (it is said) is at present used 
as an Engine House for the great coal docks, 
and some of the largest grain elevatora in 
the world over-shudow all surrounding 
buildings, 

From this point to Winnipeg the railway 
may be said to traverse a wild unbroken 
region of rock diversified with many beauti- 
ful lakes and swiftly flowing rivers a region 
undoubtedly containing some yaluable 
forests and probably much mineral wealth 
but at present the country is practically un- 
inhabited and its resources, (whatever they 
may be) unutilized, In some of the streams 
which the railway touches, such asthe 
Kaministiquia, Mattawan and Wabigoon 
thore is said to be excellent trout fishing 


while the Jakes are filled * with wik 
fowl, Surely a sporteman's paradise, 
There are here some striking water falls, 
marticulariy the Kakabeka where the 


Kaministiquia leaps from a height exceeding 
that of Niagara, The next point of inter 
est that may be referred to is Rat Port age, 
an important town at the outlet of the 
charming Lake of the’ Woods, a very large 


body of water completely studded with I 
lands and forming o delightful resort for 
sportsmen and pleasure camping parties from 
Winnipeg and cluewhere. ‘Lhe waters of th 
Jake bursting through a narrow rocky ridge 
of landat Kewatin fall into the Winnipeg 
River, This splendid nataral water power 
is being utilized to good parpose,aathe great 
Kewatin flour mill with daily capacity of 
1200 barrels, attoats. ; 
But a few hours more by rail and we strike 


acreage under >rop this year of only 1,052,~ 
792 acres and yet which wiil probably have 
some 16 million bushels of wheat to export— 
it must be admitted can afford to have some 
bad seasons. Many are the gifts that a 
bountiful Providence has showered upon the 
“prairie province’, which with prudence, 
experience, skill and industry will, (taking 
one year with another) we are assured, 
secure to the tiller of the soil, not only a 
good living but also a handsome competence. 

In addition to wheat “which from its 
flinty hardness und full kernel is a specialty 
of the Canadian N, W.” oats, barley, maize, 
millet and native grasses in great variety as 
seen at the Government Experimental Farm 
at Brandon, are the staple products of the 
lund, but including of course all kinds of 
roots which specially flourish in this virgin 
soil. While the usual small fruits found in 
gardens are indiginous to Manitoba with 
many added varieties of berries, In many 
parts of the country timber belts, containing 
aspen, the ash leaved maple, scrub oak, 
willows and elm abound, thus relieving the 
somewhat monotonous character of the 
treeless plains, 

To all such as feel compelled through any 
necessity of fortune, to leave fair Ontario, 
ppeing Perhaps to find cheap and good 
farm lands and a prospective home of 
plenty, we would say before settling else- 
where, do not fail of visiting Manitoba and 
view its golden seas of bearded grain. We 
doubt if any other part of the world can 
shew better yields per equal areas of jand 
than it, Perhaps however, you have heard 
many objections alleged against this 
province, for example, the severity of the 
winter, the scarcity of water, the lack of 
fuel, &c. Well, so far as can be gathered 
from the experience ot those who live there, 
I venture to say these objections do not 
really apply, or if so are only purtial and 
are being overcome, or only await their 
removal in the building of a few additional 
miles of railway in order to reach the 


ractically inexhaustible deposits of 
ituminous Coal tound in and on the 
confines of the province itself. But to 


conclude, this will certainly be the verdict 
of the most cursory observer :—The climate 
is healthy and invigorating, the country 
well governed, law, education and religion 
presenting phases of comparative excellence 
and developement, such as you would not 
expect in a new and sparsely settled land. 
Therefore to the farmer, the man of busines, 
the mechanic, or to the sportsmen, or the 
tourist, or to any who may be simply de- 
bating where they shall go for an extended 
tour, the suggestion of the writer's personal 
experience would be, if you have not visited 
Manitoba, give this trip, thus imperfectly 
sketched, a trial. H, B. P.

SUDBURY MINES, 

Ben Vanorman, engineer in the Sudbury 
mines who at one time worked in the Coe 
Hill mines, was in Belleville last week and 
had a word to say about Sudbury. There 
are five mines in operation, the Eyans, 
Murray, Sliby and Copper Cliff, being un- 
der one management ; che Blizzard belong- 
ing to another company. The Copper Cliff 
is the largest and best paying, employing 
some 600 men. The shaft in this mine is 
600 feet deep and strikes the nickel vein at 
one side. A drift of 300 feet has been made 
and a large chamber has been opened, Air 
drills are used and the ore is smelted near 
the mines and shipped in barrels. This 
summer a diamond drill was set to work to 
sink a test hole and has, to the present 
time, gone down 200 feet. The first 20 fect 
was through rock when good nickel was 
struck and the drill is still working in that 
metal, This test hole is about half a mile 
from the Copper Cliff mine and the supposi- 
tion is that the ore forms an uninterrupted 
bed between the two openings, and how far 
beyond is only a matter of conjecture. The 
supply. of roe Peat nickel ever produced 
seems inexhaustible, The town is growi 
rapidly.—Ontario, ee

ROYAL FISH. 


While old and wise heads of the United 


States and England are carrying on a digni- 
fied quarre! over the ownership of the seal 
in Behring Sea, let me tell you something 
about royal fish, 

You know that Kings and Queens have 
manyights and prerogatives, Well, one 
of these prerogatives of Lnglish rulers in 
olden times related to royal fish, Royal 
fish are sturgeon and whale, which are con- 
sidered the iinest of deep sea fish, For this

reason, ‘‘on account of their euperior excel- 
lence,” whenever one of these fish was thrown 
ashore or caught near the coast of England it 
became tne property of the King. This 
seems very nnjust to those who might secure 
the whale or sturgeon, for they were com- 
pelled to give it up without receiving any 
pay. However, the King had some ground 
‘or claiming these royal fish as his property, 
because it was he who guarded andmeoBee 
ed the seas from pirates and robbers, and in 
those days there were very many of them. 

The most peculiar feature of the custom of 
royal fish was this—that while the whole of 
the sturgeon belonged to the King, only half 
of a whale did. For it was a prerogative, as 
itis called, of the Queen that the tail of 
every whale caught in the way I have told 
you was her property, while the head only 
was the King’s, The reason for this division 
as given by the old records, was to furnish 
the Queen’s wardrobe with whalebone; and 
this reason is more anjusing than the castom 
is peculiar, for the whalebone lies entirely in 
the head of the whale, But there are many 
more as strange and amusing customs re- 
corded in Englana’s early laws, 


This right to royal fish was considered of 
great importance, and was caretully guarded 
or many generations. It was also a pre- 
rogative of the Kings of Denmark and the 
Dukes of Normandy, and from one of these 
it was probably derived by the Princes of 
England.—W, R. S., in Harper's Young 
People,

A Sird that Plucks Himself, 


~ Several new and interesting birds have been 
added to the Royal Zoological Society's collec- 
tion within the last few weeks, among the 
most noteworthy being a gray hypocolius 
from Sind, a pair of jay thrushes, and two 
long-tailed jays from Central America, These 
ave not unlike magpies, with their black and 
white plumage, and bave a large crest upon 
their heads. But more curious stillis the 
motmot, or “pendulum bird,” presented to 
tho society Jast month by Dr, Seton, Its 
ornitnuogical name is Momotas subrufescens, 
and itis a native of Colombia, Insizo it is 
rather larger than a missel thrush and it de- 
rives ite second name from its habit of mov- 
ing its tail from side to side with clockwork 
regularity when pleased and contented, It 
shares with the barpet, to whose family it is 
closely allied, the distinction of being the 
only bird which willfully mutilates itself. 
There is in every one of these birds an inch 
or so bare of feathers toward the end of its 
tail, The feathers grow perfectly, but when 
the bird is insound health itinvariably strips 
just this piece of its feather appendage, and 
naturalists can assigh no reason for the 
singular freak, In appearance it resembles 
somewhat the kingfisher, havinga back of 
lustrous metallic shades of blue and green, 
while its head bas a band of very bright blue 
feathers round it, Tbe breast is a greenish- 
brown and the tail metallic green, duller in 
tone than the black,—St. James’s Gazette.

A DISASTROUS FLOOD, 
Wo take the following from thu Utioa 
Daily /Tearld of Sept., 13th. It will prove 
of interest aa will is remembered that 
number of Deseronto people are located in 
in Lowville town. Great excitement has pre 
vailed in Loweville, N.Y, since eight o'clock 
Friday evening, ain fellin torrents nearly 
all day, and insrorsed at evening time, Mill 
creek overflowed its banks at the head 6f 
Valley street, and torrents of water awept 
through the street. William D. Austin who 
occupied the house on the north bank of the 
creek, had barely time to get his family from 
the house, He carried his wife from the 
house when the water was ne arly to his 
waist, 5 
Willie McHenry, an employe of Mr. Aus 
tin, had retired, and Paul Sunderhaft helped 
him to dress, By the time they left the 
house the water had raised to such a depth 
that they could not reach the bridge, and 
they were driven back, Fortunately they 
reached a fence post, and a general fire alarm 
was sounded for assistance, Steadily the 
the water rose, and despite the efforts of the 
crowd to reach them with ropes, they were 
compelled to hang to the post for their lives. 
Their cries for help were heartrending, and 
When the ressuers were only within a few 
feet of them, Sunderhaft’s strength gave out 
and he was swept down stream, ‘The cur- 
rent, however, carried him close to shore, 
after going about ten rods, he was pulled 
on shore, The rescuing party later reached 
McHenry, who still clung to the fence post, 
and he was safely landed on the shore. 

Nearly the entire length of valley struck, 
is covered by from three to four feet of water, 
and most of the inhabitants have left their 
houses. The water soon receded and the 
worst was over, Hughes, Horton & Black- 
man’s foundry and machine shop was com- 
pletely submerged, and the electrio lighc 
works was also partially under water. 
Several houses on Valley street were started 
from their foundations, but none carried 
downstream, ‘{wo or three barns, however, 
were swept away, The remaining portion 
of the tannery, belonging to Hiram Gowdy,in 
the northern part of the town, was carried 
away, This struck the flume at A. M. 
Sear’s grist mill, and carried it away. The 
mill proper was also quite badly damaged, 
and occupants of houses in that vicinity were 
surrounded hy the rushing torrent, The 
creek was filled with all manner of timbers, 
and no doubt great damage has been done to 
property along along its banks, 

The flood has no parallel in the history 
of Lowevyille, but while the loss of property 
will be large, it is extremely tortunate that 
no lives have been lost,

through the lower part of the town for about 
one half mile and a week ago you could wall 
cross it in several places. Itis thought that a 
cloud burst west of Loweville on Friday 
evening as the creek began to raise about 
8:45 o'clock, and inside of fiteen minutes it 
had risen seven feet, flooding the lower 
streets and the houses on both sides of it. 
The water carried one house about one 
hundred feet and lodged it between a barn 
and an elm tree, There were seven people in 
the house at the time,but allescaped. Logs, 
timbers and brush wood formed dams at the 
the bridges, changing the course of the 
stream, and for one-fourth of a mile itis now 
running in an entirely new bed, part of the 
way down the middle of the street and part 
through gardens and door yards, ‘The flood 
was a terrible sight, barns, pigs, calves, 
chairs, and forniture of all descriptions, were 
carried down stream. ‘he damage is esti- 
inated about $15,000, A. citizens meeting 
was held on Saturday and canvassers ap- 
pointed to collect subscriptions in aid of the 
sufferers, It is expected that it is necessary 
to raise obout $4,000 in order to relieve those 
in distresss.
